WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 (UP) — President Truman today asked congress to attack in- 
flation by giving him the authority to impose ceilings on wages and prices, and to revive 
consumer rationing if necessary. Mr. Truman's domestic anti-inflation program contain- 
ed 10 basic points on which he asked immediate action by congress. But he said the gov- 
ernment would use the powers only if conditions become more acute. 

The President asked for -the authori^ to put price ceilings only on selective cost-of-liv- 

ihR iteiTiB such as food, clothitiR. fuel and rent. He asked for rationintr authority over the Bame items as "a preparedness 
moasure ... on a highly selective basia." Then he pointed out that if the ffovemmont imposed price ccUinBa, "In all fair- 
ness" it should have the right to prevent wage increases. Mr- Truman coupled his call for a stringent antt-inflation action 

with a formal request for ?Bfl7,000,000 of stop-gap aid to 
Europe during the next 4i/j months. This request had been 
outlined previously by adminiatration spokesmen. 

Mr. Truman appeared in person before a joint session of 
the house and senate in the house chamber. It was his fifth 
appearance before congress since he became President Anril 
12. 1945. 

House and «enalc convened separately at noon to start the 
emergency session.

worse." He said he realised that 
some of his proposals were drastic. 

"But If Wo face the facts squarely. 
It Is apparent that no other meth- 
ods con safely bo coxmted upon to 
protect our people from the dangers 
of excessively high prices and ruin- 
ous Inflation." 

The President, who will submit 
hit recommendations for a long- 
range European recovery program 
In a later message, urgtrt tlie adop- 
tlon of the stop-gap program to 
give tho people of western Europe 
the strength to malnUln their In- 
dependence.

Many who went into relief administration 
as an emergency matter grew to regard It as 
s Mfe career, and— usually unintentionally 
and unaware— accept big rolls as normal. 

Is this true only in New York and Norwalk? 
probably not. There Is no reason to doubt 
that scores of other cities, now finding it 
Impossible to provide adequately for schools, 
hospitals tCnd health services, are over-spend- 
ing on relief for lack of a thorough overhaul. 
This might be a good time to begin one. 

BILLIONS FOR BONUSES 
Kcrmlt Bateman. demobilized Eighth Air 
force corporal, has Sailed for England because 
he can't find living quarters In this country 
for his wife a(}d two children. The situation 
here Isn't really that desperate. Bad as things 
arc, the Batemans still could find better 
housing, better food, better clothing in rural 
America than on the English farm on wlilch 
English-bom Mrs. Bateman has found a Job 
for him. 

But the fact that any veteran could give 
that straight-faced excuse for moving abroad 
should shame us. We have found billions to 
pay driblet bonuses to the boys, which wUl 
help them at most for a few weeks Those 
same billions, wisely used, would have pro- 
vided the housing Bateman says he couldn't 
find. Was it the regularity with which the 
elections roU round that urged us to spend 
the billions on bonuses Instead of on housing? 

LEWISTON GOES OVER 
"Lewlston today has another feather in its 
cap — a bright red feather showing that an- 
other community chest has been filled to 
the brim." 

With that Introduction, the Lewlston Tri- 
bune editorializes on that city's success in 
subscribing more than $20,000 to carry on 
the work of those organizations which are 
affiliated with the community chest. 

"This is a fine testimony to the com- 
munity's sense of social responsibility and of 
Its readiness to contribute for the common 
good," says the Tribune, "it was a notable 
job. a home-made Job. a well done Job, and 
Lewlston has every right to be proud of It- 
self." 

All of which raises the -very logical ques- 
tion: Why Is Twin Falls having such a 
dUflcult time raising its community chest 
budget?

I gave a washroom attendant 
a dim a Up; He looked at It 
mournfully as though It were a 
wortblesa rello of a recently van- 
lahod dvUiiatlon. without a word he 
dropped It into a saucer in which 
there were quarters and half- 
dollars. The dime, I was clearly 
given to understand, bod passed out 
ot drcuIaUoR. 

Anyone who travels In Europe, 
however brlelly, must catch some 
Idea of the terrors of Inflation. 
The kind of InflaUon spreading In 
Italy and PTance undermines all 
values— economic, soclaT and moral. 
It Is like a creeping plague that 
saps the life-blood of a nation. 

Wo do not have that kind of In- 
flation In America today. But skilled 
observers, and among them the 
Prealdent'a council ot economic ad- 
visers, feel thatVe ore certainly not 
immune from It. 

In tact, some of the beginning 
symptoms are already apparent. We 
cannot afford to be smug about 
Europe's block markets when our 
own markcla In some commodities 
are In a groy or a blackish lonc. A 
cartoon In the current New Yorker 
shows a used-car lot with shiny 
new can In the "used" secUon and 
next door a department for "used 
" containing jalopies and older 
models. 



Poylng a hotel bill hi New York, 
you gel a Jolt. You aro reminded of 
the European hotel bills that are 
added up In hundreds ot thousands 
of drachmas or llraa or francs. It 
hasn't come to that yet. But the 



threat Is there.'lurklng Just bitilnil 
the cosh register. 

At this point, It aeema to me, we 
come up against the real problem 
on aid to Europe. The area of agree- 
ment on ths need for relief and re- 
coRstnicUpn. Is remarkable. A Tear 
ago eveor the most optlmlstle pro- 
Siiet would not have centured to 
predict general agreement raoglng 
from right-wing Republicans to con- 
vinced IntemallonaUsta. We have an 
enormous assist, of course, from 
Molotor, Vlahlnsky and company. 
Without their ranting and raving 
we,abould be much m^re divided 
than we are. 

Congress In the coming special 
session wUl differ, and sharply; over 
the aid program both In ita emer- 
geOcy and Its long-tenn phases. Dis- 
agreement will como oh the question 
of where, how much, what and 
when. In the end, non-partisan sup. 
port ssems certain to underwrite 
both a ibort-term and a long-term 
program. 

When It comes to the atepe that 
may be neceasory to curb our own 
Inflation, under the burden of fur- 
ther aid. It Is hard to find any 
agreement. That Is whero partisan 
politics comes In. 

No one would attempt to re-lm' 
pose retail price control. Politically 
speaking, It could not be done. The 
necessity, however, for some kind of 
allocation and control Is painfully 
evident. Without It our own economy 
win be In serious danger. 

A depression In America following 
on the present boom Is the corner- 
stone ot Soviet policy. They are 
counting on It Just as a mariner 
counts on the tides. A diplomatic 
source I believe to be reUable quoted 
Stalin as having said recently: 

"Six months after Uie onset of the 
American depression, there wilt be 
such widespread unemployment and 
the threat ot social upheaval that 
we win be abts to deal on our own 
terms with American buslncM. We 
shall buy tho machines we need at 
a fracllon of what they now coat" 
To give tho masters of the kremlln 
tlie depression tliey are coimitng on 
would be unequalled folly. It would 
be equivalent to handing tbem tho 
world with a nice red ribbon around 
It. That Is why somehow an area 
ot agrecmont must be found on tho 
domestic as well aa the foreign phase 
of the relief program.

Italy Bolsters 
Police Forces 
On Disorders 

ROME, Nov. IT (jp}— The Italian 
government, plagued by widespread 
political dlsorden that have claimed 
10 lives In the past week, moved 
awlftly today to strengthen the na- 
tional police force and announced 
It waa prepared to "deal energeUc- 
ally with any assault on democracy." 

Mario Scetba. minister of the In- 
terior, disclosed the strensth ot the 
carablnlerl was being Increased from 
B3,000 to 7S,O0O men and said that all 
security forces wero being ovor- 
tiauled and tightened. 

Coincides With Blast 

Scelba't statement coincided with 
a new blast agahut Premier Alclde 
de Oasperl's Christian democrat 
government by Communist Leader 
Palmlro Togllaltl, who declared In 
a speech at Milan that the Bovem- 
ment was toadying to •■forclBners" 
and was -'allied to the neo-fascists." 

"All who think to recreate foscUm 
In Italy must talce Into account the 
organised force of labor," TogllatU 
said. 

"Naturally, he added, ■•the lUllan 
situation Is linked to the lntema< 
tlonnt situation, where there Is aC' 
centuated the conUast between 
democratic, progressive social forces 
and the most reactionary imperial- 
istic groups." 

Aeensed of "Collusion" 

Tho communist loader aqcused 
Scerba ot "collusion with bandit 
groups," the news ajency Ansa re- 
ported, and asserted that the Chris- 
tian democraU were "olUed to the 
enemies of rellRlous faith. Ushtly 
bound In a bundle with Truman, the 
Masons and Croce." 

Benedetto Croce, elderly historian, 
philosopher und statesman, served 
In the DsdogUo and Bonoml cabl- 
neu In 1M1. 

Italian press dispatches, mean- 
while, reported tresh disorders yes- 
terday In severol small eommunlllea 
In the vicinity ot Rome, Siena and 
Venice.
